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Convention  Presents  New  Constitution,  Needs  Student  Vote 


SGA  President  Explains 
Changes  In  College  Policy

The  first  meeting  of  the  '69-'69 
SGA  Council  convened  at  6:30 
p.m.  on  Monday,  September  16, 
1939.  The  first  subject  discussed 
by  President  Robert  Audette  was 
the  requirement  for  Physical 
Education.  Veterans  and  mar- 
ried women  are  no  longer  re- 
quired to  take  gym  and  there  is 
no  longer  a  swimming  require- 
ment for  women. 

The  SGA  fee  next  year  will  be 
$25  instead  of  the  present  $30  be- 
cause the  $5  is  now  alloted  to 
the  library  will  become  a  separ- 
ate fee.  In  explanation  of  the  $5 
class  dues  that  is  part  of  the 
SBA  fee,  Bob  Audette  said  that 
this  money  will  be  used  by  the 
individual  classes  to  pay  for 
their  yearbooks  and  graduation 
expenses.  By  maintaining  this 
payment  of  class  dues,  it  will 
not  be  necessary  for  students  to 
make  additional  payments  for 
such  things  in  the  senior  year. 
The  motion  was  made  and 
passed  that  the  Mohawks  be  al- 
lowed to  go  before  the  Financial 
Committee  to  ask  about  having 
their  Toys  for  Joy  Drive  Decem- 
ber 9-13. 

Bob  Audette  assured  the  Coun- 
cil that  the  unlimited  cuts  sys- 
tem did  indeed  exist  at  FSC.  He 
added  that  when  a  student,  for 
example,  takes  3  cuts  in  a 
course  that  he  has  three  times 
a  week  a  notice  will  be  sent  to 
the  instructor,  but  this  does  not 
mean  expulsion  from  the  course. 
The  cuts  system  does  not  apply 
to  labs,  industrial  arts  work- 
shops, or  physical  education 
which  are  strictly  participation 
courses. 

It  was  announced  that  a  Con- 
stitutional Convention  will  be 
held  Saturday,  September  23 
from  8  ot  12  noon  at  which  time 
the  revised  SGA  Constitution 
will  be  voted  upon  by  the  Coun- 
cil. It  is  hoped  that  all  Council 
members  will  do  their  best  to 
attend. 

The  most  discussed  subject 
was  Homecoming  which  will  be 
held  October  4,  5  and  6.  There 
will  be  radio  and  newspaper 
coverage  of  the  events  during 
the  weekend,  as  well  as  television 
coverage  of  the  concerts.  Socu 
the  student  body  will  elect  some- 
one to  play  the  part  of  Freddie  the 
Falcon  at  the  Homecoming 
Dance.  There  was  lengthly  dis- 
cussion about  the  possibility  of 
holding  the  concerts  outside,  the

STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  ASSOCIATION 

HTCHBURG  STATE  COLLEGE 

FITCHBURG,  MASSACHUSETTS 

ARTICLE  I  —  Name 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  The  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  of  Fitchburg  State  College. 
ARTICLE  11  —  Purpose 

The  purposes  of  the  Student  Government  Association  are 
to  foster  self-government  among  its  members,  promote  student 
activities  in  the  best  interest  of  Pitchburg  State  College  and 
act  as  the  agent  of  the  student  body  in  all  College  relationships. 
ARTICLE  Hi  —  Membership  in  the  Association 

SECTION  I  :  Enrollment  in  Fitchburg  State  College  auto- 
matically confers  membership  in  the  Student  Government  As- 
sociation. 

SECTION  2 :  Only  those  students  who  meet  all  financial 
obligations  to  the  Association  may  be  considered  as  being  in 
good  standing  with  the  Association. 

SECTION  3:  A  student  must  be  in  good  standing  in  order 
to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  membership  in  the  Association. 
ARTICLE  IV  —  Governing  Body  of  the  Association 

SECTION  1  :  The  governing  body  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  of  Fitchburg  State  College  shall  be  the  Stu- 
dent Council  comprised  of  five  officers:  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secre- 
tary, and  four  representatives,  two  male  and  two  female  from 
each  class.  Also  class  presidents  shall  have  a  vote  in  the  Coun- 
cil along  with  Dormitory  Presidents,  Commuter's  Board  Presi- 
dent and  a  representative  from  each  class  on  the  Commuter's 
Board. 

SECTION  2 :  No  person  by  the  virtue  of  holding  more  than 
one  office  in  the  Council  shall  have  more  than  one  vote.  The 
next  officer  in  the  lower  constituency  would  exercise  the  pri- 
vilage  of  the  second  vote.  (e.g.  If  a  person  were  to  hold  the  of- 
fice of  SGA  President  and  senior  class  President,  the  senior 
class  Vice-President  would  vote  for  the  senior  class) 

SECTION  3:  Procedures  for  meetings  of  the  Council: 

A.  Meetings    will    be    conducted    according    to    Robert's 
Revised  Rules  of  Parliamentary  Procedures. 

B.  Any  member  of  the  Association  may  attend  the  meet- 

ings but   only  the  Council  members   or   their   official 
representatives  may  vote. 

C.  The  President  alone  or  three   other  members  of   the 

executive  board  may  call  meetings  of  the   Executive 
Board 

D.  Agenda   for   the  regular   meetings   shall   be   prepared 
by  the  President  and  Executive  Officers  and  posted  on

the  SGA  Bulletin  Board  one  week  before  the  sched- 
uled meetings. 

Items  may  be  added  to  the  agenda  up  to  and  includ- 
ing the  day  of  the  meeting  by  officially  logging  them 
in  the  SGA  Agenda  Register  in  the  SGA  Office. 
Emergency  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  with 
twenty  four  hours  notice. 

Members  of  the  Council  are  expected  to  attend  all 
meetings.  Those  who  miss  more  than  three  meetings 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Council  by  the  Recording 
Secretary.  The  Council  may  replace  a  member  for 
this  reason. 

The  Council  shall  establish  a  regular  time  and  meet- 
ing place  for  each  semester.  The  Council  may  change 
the  time  or  place  of  meetings  or  both  during  the 
semester.  There  is  no  maximum  or  minimum  num- 
bers of  meetings  required.  If  at  the  time  the  agenda  is 
usually  posted  there  is  no  business  forthcoming  either 
from  the  Ejcecutive  Board  or  the  ^IGA  Register,  there 
will  be  no  meeting  that  week.  If  an  emergency  arises, 
the  Council  may  attempt  to  have  a  meeting  on  short 
notice. 
One  half  the  Council  plus  one  constitutes  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  V  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Student  Council 

SECTION    1  :  To  establish  a  budget   for  the  Association 

subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

A.  The  Treasurer,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council  and  Financial  Committee  will  determine  the 
budget  for  the  Association. 

B.  All  subsidized  College  functions  shall  request 
budgeted  funds  as  needed  through  a  warrant  system. 
The  responsibility  for  the  distribution  of  the 
budgeted  funds  lies  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, with  the  approval  of  the  Council, 
year   will    be    established    by    June    Ist. 

C.  The  Student  Government  fee  for  each  new  college  year 

will  be  established  by  June   Ist. 

SECTION  2 :  All  social  activities  recognzied  by  the  Col- 
will  be  processed  and  scheduled  by  the  Social  Committee  and 
submitted  to  the  Council  for  action. 

SECTION  3:  The  Council  shall  act  upon  all  problems  and 
suggestions  referred  to  it  by  individuals  and  organizations  with- 
in the  Association  through  a  Council  member. 

SECTION  4:  The  Council  is  responsible  to  report  all  of 
its  proceedings  and  its  decisions  to  the  Association. 

SECTION  5  :  The  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
all  temporary  and  standing  committees  within  the  Council.  This 
authority  may  be  delegated  to  the  President  by  the  Council  by 
a  simple  majority  of  the  Council  members  present.

Happiness  Is  FSC 


According  to  the  poll  that  appeared  in  last  week's  Kampus 
Vue,  some  interesting  and  optimistic  conclusions  may  be 
drawn.  Essentially,  they  can  be  boiled  down  into  one  state- 
ment, everything  at  FSC  is  great. 

Students  find  nothing  hindering  them  in  seeking  their 
education.  Professors  are  all  interesting.  They  treat  each  stu- 
dent like  a  mature  individual.  They  permit  a  free  exchange 
of  ideas  necessary  to  becoming  truly  educated. 

Campus  facilities  are  more  than  adequate.  Classrooms 
are  large  and  equipped  far  beyond  their  capacity  to  be  used. 
The  latest  lab  equipment  is  available  and  each  student  has 
free  access  to  it. 

Every  class  is  small  to  enable  the  professor  and  student 
to  obtain  the  most  a  course  can  offer.  The  small  student- 
faculty  ratio  is  ideal  at  FSC.

The  unlimited  cut  system  initiated  on  a  trial  basis  for 
one  year  has  been  accepted  unquestioningly  by  every  faculty 
member.  E.ach  student  and  faculty  member  has  agreed  to  ac- 
cept the  responsibility  of  the  action  and  give  the  system  the 
cooperation  it  deserves  during  this  trial   period. 

Parking  on  campus  is  one  of  the  delights  of  attending 
FSC.  it  is  possible  to  arrive  at  school  five  minutes  before 
class  and  know  that  several  parking  spaces  will  be  available 
within  walking  distance  of  the  college.  TYt'ia  is  never  any 
problem  about  having  to  park  a  mile  from  the  college  or  in  a 
no  parking  area. 

Students  living  in  the  dormitories  are  content  with  their 
life.  Cafeteria  food  is  the  best  and  there  are  no  complaints 
in  that  area.  There  is  the  maximum  amount  of  privacy  in  the 
dorms  and  it  is  possible  to  shut  off  the  rest  of  the  world  by 
closing  the  door  to  any  room. 

Another  thing  that  pleased  the  students  at  FSC  was  the 
athletic  fee.  T~hey  payed  the  money  with  few  questions  asked 
and  are  not  concerned  about  where  the  money  is  today.  Not 
only  are  they  content,  they  are  all  wealthy. 

Anyone  looking  at  FSC  from  afar  can  see  that  we  have 
no  complaints.

Advice  is  one  thing  that  is  given  too  freely  these  days. 
Advice  would  probably  fall  under  the  category  of  freedom  of 
speech  however,  and  freedoms  given  freely  would  be  redun- 
dant. 

When  one  is  in  a  position  of  some  type  of  authority  such 
as  editor  of  a  widely  circulated  publication,  rather  like  the 
Kampus  Vue,  one  expects  a  certain  amount  of  advice  and 
willingly  accepts  it. 

Criticism  and  advice  do  differ,  however.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  constructive  criticism.  All  criticism  is  destructive. 
But  even  destructive  criticism  is  easier  to  take  if  it  is  given 
with  suggestions  and  advice  AND  ASSISTANCE. 

Many  students  and  faculty  members  will  greet  one  with 
the  comment  beginning:  "Why  didn't  you  .  .  .  ."  The  best 
answer  one  can  give  is  "1  didn't  have  time." 

It  is  physically,  mentally  and  emotionally  impossibe  for 
a  handful  of  willing  students  to  provide  material  to  please 
the  entire  college.  Some  one  is  always  going  to  be  disappointed 
at  not  seeing  his  event  or  interest  covered. 

If  you  feel  this  way  think  of  the  words  of  some  old  sage: 
If  you  want  something  done  right,  DO  IT  YOURSELLF.  This  is 
one  of  the  best  pieces  of  advice  ever  given.  If  you  feel  slighted 
because  your  club  or  major  interest  is  not  being  adequately 
covered  or  covered  at  all,  there  is  nothing  stopping  you  from 
writing  it  up  yourself  and  submitting  it.  Nine  times  out  of  ten, 
the  piece  will  be  printed  complete  with  your  name  as  a  by-line. 

Very  few  people  on  campus  realize  the  work  involved 
in  putting  out  a  weekly  paper.  The  few  that  do  realize  are  the 
ones  on  the  staff.  Tliese  are  not  the  ones  giving  the  advic£U 
Some  kind  of  corollary  can  be  drawn  from  this.  What  makes 
someone  who  has  had  no  experience  an  authority?  Or  aren't 
authorities  the  ones  to  give  advice? 

Perhaps  we  are  all  laboring  under  delusions.  Those  quali- 
fied to  give  advice  realize  the  uselessness  of  it  while  those 
lacking  experience  give  it  profusely.  If  those  who  give  advice 
knew  about  the  technicalities  involved  they  might  hesitate  to 
give  it  so  freely. 

Remember  that  nothing  is  given  so  freely  but  followed 
less  judiciously  than  advice.  Lend  a  hand  before  lending  ad- 
vice. Advice  is  nice  but  help  helps.
